G-J: Are foods helpful? 


Several months ago I reported on a 
unique drug, Neo40, which has now 
been approved by Health Canada. To 
find out more about Neo40, now available 
in health food stores, I interviewed Dr. 
Nathan Bryan, Professor of Molecular 
Medicine at the University of Texas 
Health Center in Houston and creator 
of the formula. 

G-J: WhatisNeo40? 

NB: Neo40 is a lozenge that contains 
L-Citrulline, an amino acid derived 
from protein, vitamin C, beet root and 
hawthorn, a potent combination that 
produces nitric oxide. Early in life our 
bodies manufacture large amounts of nitric 
oxide (NO). After age 40 production 
of NO decreases. This sets the stage 
for hypertension, 
kidney dysfimction, 
diabetes, heart 
attack or stroke, 
just to name a few 
major illnesses. It’s 
called the “miracle 
molecule” because 
it helps so many 
diverse problems. 

G-J: Is there science behind its claims? 
NB: The discovery of NO resulted in 
a Nobel Prize for three U.S. scientists and 
now over 130,000 scientific papers 
about this molecule have been published 
in medical literature. NO is produced 
in the inner lining of all blood vessels. 
Lay a single layer of these cells on a fiat 
surface and it would occupy a soccer 


field . The cells cause arteries to relax, 
thus lowering blood pressure. But with 
insufficient NO, arteries constrict, 
resulting in hypertension, bringing 
increased pressure in the heart and 
other organs. 

G-J: There must be more to NO than 
the dilation of blood vessels? 

NB: Experiments show that NO 
prevents blood platelets from sticking 
together, decreases plaque formation 
and chronic infiammation in arteries, 
all factors that increase the risk of heart 
attack. Other research shows NO lowers 
triglycerides, bad cholesterol, and 
raises good cholesterol, and it prevents 
bone destruction from osteoclasts. 

G-J: Can NO help the epidemic of 
type 2 diabetes? 

NB: High blood sugar destroys the 
circulatory system and 50 percent of 
diabetes patients die of heart attack. 
Diabetes causes insulin resistance 
which makes it hard for glucose to 
enter cells. Raising NO levels 
helps to control these problems and 
also decreases the risk of diabetic 
ulcers and gangrene of the legs by 
improving blood fiow. 

G-J: Does NO help other conditions? 
NB: Many people suffer fi-om glaucoma, 
increased pressure in the eye. This is 
caused by a clogged trabecular mesh- 
work that drains fiuid from the eye. 
Hungarian researchers report that NO 
may benefit this problem. 

NB: 27 million Americans also suffer 
fi:‘om asthma and its inflamed, constricted. 


mucous-clogged airways. Experts 
say it’s due to pollution, allergies and 
stress. Now research at Hammersmith 
Hospital in London, England, reports 
that NO helps to maintain a biochemical 
balance in air passages and that it could 
be helpful in treating inflamed airways. 
Another Dutch study reports that NO 
can calm nerves in tightened airways 
and relax muscles. 

G-J: Can patients increase the production 
of NO by natural means? 

NB: The big problem is that obesity 
decreases NO and 50 percent of the 
population is overweight, so for them 
it’s difficult to increase NO by dietary 
measures. Exercise can also boost NO 
levels, but people with endothelial 
dysfimction don’t produce the same 
amount of NO during exercise as 
healthy people. We know that weight- 
loss surgery can boost NO by as much 
as 40 percent. But this is a radical and 
risky way to lose weight. 


NB: Leafy green vegetables such as 
Kale, Swiss Chard, Arugula, Spinach, 
Chicory, Wild Radish and Bok Choy are 
all high sources of bioactive NO. Dark 
chocolate and wine also increase NO. 

G-J: What about the use of 
supplements? 

NB: Neo40 is the only answer if people 
refuse to change their lifestyle. This 
is one lozenge that must be dissolved 
slowly in the mouth twice a day until 
NO increases and then used once a day. 
Neo40 is supplied with a quick saliva 
test to determine the current level of 
nitric oxide. 

G-J: Dr. Bryan, it’s been a pleasure to 
learn of your work at the Institute of 
Molecular Medicine. I’ll consider your 
advice about Bok Choy. But it will be 
difficult to say no to one of your Texas 
steaks!

44 years of 
PC rule ends 
resoundingly

The ballroom roared as Rachel 
Notley took the stage Tuesday 
night, crashing through decades 
of histoiy to end the Progressive 
Conservatives’ reign and become 
the province’s first NDP premier. 

Some of her supporters held 
back tears and others simply 
wept as 44 years of hoping for 
change finally ended in victoiy. 
When the thimderous applause 
died down, Notley, a touch tear¬ 
ful herself, acknowledged the 
massive change she had wrought. 

“1 think we might have made 
a little bit of histoiy tonight,” she 
said. “Friends, i beheve change 
has finally come to Alberta.” 

Notley’s NDP had won or was 
leading in 54 of the province’s 
87 seats giving her a majority 
government. 

She said her party would work 
for Albertans and give them a 
voice at the table. 

“1 want to pledge to you the 
people of Alberta that we will 
work everyday to earn your 
trust,” she said. 

She also extended a hand to 
the province’s business commun¬ 
ity, some of which expressed 
doubts about an NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

“Our government will be a 
good partner and we will work 


with you to grow our economy 
and secure a more prosperous 
future for eveiy Albertan in eveiy 
community,” she said. 

The party swept Edmonton, 
including many of the outlying 
communities, taking out cabinet 
ministers hke Stephen Mandel 


and long-serving MIAs like Gene 
Zwozdesky. 

The party also made consider¬ 
able inroads in Calgaiy and rural 
Alberta paving the road to vic¬ 
toiy. 

The NDP room was electric, 
as all of the major television net¬ 


works declared the party winners 
and more and more candidates 
claimed their riding. 

Supporter Keith Turnbull was 
overjoyed at the result. He said 
he ran for the party 11 years 
ago and got just 12 per cent of 
the vote. 


“This is very different from 
that time,” he said. 

Seven months almost to the 
day after he took the reins of the 
Toiy empire, Jim Prentice calmly 
took the stage at the downtown 
Calgaiy Metropolitan Centre and 
announced his immediate resig¬ 


nation. Polling had suggested 
that the NDP was on track for 
victoiy Tuesday, but few, if any, 
predicted the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives would stumble to 
fewer than a dozen seats. 

Prentice’s stunning resigna¬ 
tion drew gasps from a small 
contingent of supporters who 
gathered to watch his conciha- 
tion speech. 

The crowd was starkly differ¬ 
ent that a raucous one in 2012 
that gathered as the party soared 
to what many believed was an 
improbable win over the Wil- 
drose. 

“Though I am personally sad¬ 
dened by the decision, the voters 
are always right in our democ¬ 
racy and so it is this evening,” 
Prentice told the solemn crowd, 
which had watched in agony as 
results trickled in over two hours. 

“1 share your disappointment,” 
Prentice told the crowd, later 
adding, “I also accept respon- 
sibihty for the decision that led 
up to this evening.” 

Prentice will also relinquish 
his post as MIA for Calgaiy-Foot- 
tdlls, a long-standing Toiy strong¬ 
hold that did stay in the party’s 
comer Tuesday. 

Doreen Barrie, a political sci¬ 
entist with the University of Cal- 
gaiy, said the NDP campaign was 
“flawless,” and the PC effort was 
the exact opposite. 

“There were so many gaffes, 
it was actually astounding,” she 
said, addmg Tuesday’s result gave 
clear indication of Albertans’ 
disgust with the long-standing 
government. 

“The PC brand, it was so badly 
tarnished that they just wanted 
to get rid of them,” she said.

Local woman 
reaches out 
with written 
support 

Belly dancing, a typewritten 
fortune note and work as a 
high school sexual health 
educator seem, well, com¬ 
pletely unrelated. 

But 29-year-old Andrea Ya- 
cyshyn is using all of these 
elements not only to express 
herself, but to help people 
who need a little positivity 
in their lives. 

To recognize this week — 
Mental Health Week — Ya- 
cyshyn is once again offering 
Facebook friends a free, typed 
and mailed fortune. 

It’s something she’s done 
for a couple of years, as “The 
Fortune Writer” at special 
events around town, start¬ 
ing first at Latitude 53 art 
gallery in 2013. 

“It may be a weird and dif¬ 
ferent support — a way to 
reach out to others — but 
it speaks to the human ex¬ 
perience of feeling alone,” 
Yacyshyn said. 

“Many of us stare at a com¬ 


puter for eight hours each 
day and we’re lacking the 
face-to-face, human-to-human 
connection. 

“For the two minutes I 
spend at my typewriter. I’m 
giving them my time.” 

Yacyshyn, who belly dances 
and expresses herself in 
many other artistic forms, 
said she asks a couple of 
questions and notices a per¬ 
son’s body language before 
producing a simple line or 
two. The notes say things like 
“You have a story to share,” 
to which people respond with 
“That’s bang on,” or “How 
did you know that?” 

David Grauwiler, executive 
director of Calgary Mental 
Health Association, Alberta 
Division, said Yacyshyn’s sim¬ 
ple gesture is an example of 
noticing people and listening, 
two areas the CMHA focuses 
on in supporting those strug¬ 
gling with mental health 
challenges. 

“We’re asking people to 
get loud (#getloud) with this 
year’s campaign — to speak 
up — especially with men 
and boys, but it applies to 
all. So often people say they 
think no one understands, or 
cares to hear their problems.”

Surgeries rescheduled at hospitals despite threatening email 


A day after officials at Alberta 
Health Services decided to 
postpone nearly two dozen 
surgeries at three Edmonton 
hospitals, the agency has 
decided to move ahead with 


scheduled procedures. 

AHS said 23 surgical proced¬ 
ures at the University of Alberta 
Hospital, the Mazankowski 
Heart Institute and the Stol- 
leiy Children’s Hospital were 


postponed Monday after AHS 
received a threatening e-mail. 

An AHS spokesperson said 
Tuesday that the wording 
in the email, received by an 
AHS staff member, potentially 


threatened the safety of some 
of their operating room equip¬ 
ment. 

On Tuesday, the decision was 
made to proceed with sched¬ 
uled surgeries and procedures 


at the three facilities in the 
wake of an investigation and 
additional safety procedures. 

Officials said in addition to 
existing procedures to ensure 
doctors and technicians rou¬ 


tinely check their equipment, 
additional precautionary as¬ 
sessments of main operating 
room equipment also took 
place.

Is it thumbs up or thumbs 
down? Local post-secondary 
students want to be the first 
to pass judgment on new 
smart-card technology pro¬ 
posed for Edmonton transit.

Officer facing charges 
after off-duty incident 

An Ednnonton police of¬ 
ficer is facing assault 
charges after an alleged 
incident last June.

With smart 
cards in place, it would eas¬ 
ier to track just how many 
post-secondary students use 
their U-Pass — a universal 
transit pass that is given to 


soup, pulled bison — the aim 
is to build a name and brand, 
but transition to Western cul¬ 
ture too,” said Gladue. 

It’s an approach that pleases 
Jules Thomas, owner of the 
now-defunct Bannock Burger, 
which closed last summer after 
a short time in operation on 
124 Street. 

“I wasn’t a restaurant person 
— I only wanted to say I had 
opened a burger joint to be a 
trailblazer for the aboriginal 
community,” Thomas said. “I 
loved seeing the barriers come 
down.” 

At Native Delights, Gladue, 
originally from the Big Stone 
Cree Band on Treaty 8, is intent 
on presenting “love, peace, 
respect and honour” in his 


students at a reduced rate, ac¬ 
cording to Cody Bondarchuk, 
vice-president of finances and 
operations. 

Right now, estimates are 
that 30,000 University of Al¬ 
berta students use their U-Pass 
frequently. But smart cards 
could make that number eas¬ 
ily known. 

“I think it’s a lot more ef¬ 
ficient overall,” said Bond¬ 
archuk. 


handmade bannock and re¬ 
lated menu offerings. 

The business is currently 
open all day near NAIT and 
caters and delivers meals, and 
it operates a larger conces¬ 
sion trailer. Gladue hopes to 
expand into the food court at 
Kingsway Mall. 

“I grew up on these very 
streets — hungry, homeless, 
in gangs, jail and as an alco¬ 
holic — and now we have the 
only aboriginal restaurant in 
town, employing over 20 in 
the concessions and about 15 
in the restaurant,” Gladue said. 

“If I inspire others, or am 
asked to help promote the 
culture, I do it gladly. I feel 
fortunate to be where I am.”

Omar Khadr will live in cus¬ 
tody in an Edmonton jail for 
at least another 48 hours after 
an Alberta Court of Appeal 
Justice decided Tuesday to 
take more time to decide if 
he should be released on bail. 

After a hearing in Edmon¬ 
ton Tuesday, Khadr’s lawyer 
Dennis Edney told repor¬ 
ters that Khadr is a “decent, 
thoughtful young man, who 
has been a model prisoner, 
not the maximum risk the 
government has classified 
him to be.” 

Khadr, who had watched 
the proceedings intently, 
showed little emotion as he 
was led from court following 
arguments. 

Edney, who was clearly dis¬ 
appointed with the decision, 
said: “Well, of course. I’d like 
to grab him, throw him in the 
car, take him home. When I 
listen to the argument from 
the government going on, 
it’s all smoke and mirrors.” 

Court of Appeal Justice 
Myra Bielby said she would 
decide Thursday whether 
to grant the federal govern¬ 
ment’s request to keep him 
behind bars despite a lower 
court order that he be freed. 

A separate hearing Tues¬ 
day afternoon will determine 
conditions for bail, if it is 
granted. 

At issue an April 24 or¬ 
der from Court of Queen’s 
Bench Justice June Ross that 
Khadr, 28, should be given 
bail pending his appeal of 
his war crimes conviction in 
the United States.

It was a first for Stephen Man- 
del Tuesday night, after the 
three-time Edmonton mayor 
lost his seat in the provincial 
legislature. 

Mandel — who had won the 
Edmonton-Whitemud riding 
just six months ago with more 
than 40 per cent of the vote — 
lost to the NDP’s Bob Turner. 

The final tally showed Turn¬ 
er clinched 57.6 per cent of the 
vote, while Mandel trailed with 
a mere 32 per cent. 

“Quite clearly the people 
of Whitemud have spoken,” 
Mandel said in his concession 
speech. “It was a good cam¬ 
paign. There was no under¬ 
handedness, and it was nice 
to see that.” 

Flanked by Matt Jeneroux 
and Chris LaBossiere — who 
both lost to NDP candidates 
in their Edmonton-Southwest 
and Edmonton-Rutherford rid¬ 
ings — Mandel told a crowd of 
about 100 campaign volunteers 
and supporters it was a chal¬ 
lenge to see the Progressive 
Conservatives face such a de¬ 
feat, especially in Edmonton. 

The former city councillor 
and mayor ran in the October 
byelection, but only after Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice appointed

him to the province’s Health 
portfolio in September. 

“It’s been a real thrill and 
honour to be the health minis¬ 
ter for the period of time that 
I was,” he said. “It was also a 
thrill to represent Whitemud.” 

Edmonton-Whitemud, once 
considered a conservative 
stronghold, had been former 
MLA Dave Hancock’s riding 
since 1997, until he stepped 
down and Mandel stepped up. 

Turner, who faced off against 
Mandel in the byelection and 
lost by a heavy margin, cred¬ 
ited his party’s leader with the 
turnaround. 

“The major difference was 
Rachel Notiey leading an 
atmosphere of very positive 
change,” he said. 

Turner also said the Tories 
were badly out of touch with 
voters, which helped the NDP 
secure a majority. 

“I think the Prentice govern¬ 
ment made some errors. They 
didn’t respond to the needs of 
Albertans,” he said.

Dufiy trial is 
in its dog days 


COURT 

From case law 
to canines, 
dryness to 
absurdity 

It was just that kind of day at 
the trial of Senator Mike Dufiy. 

The Crown and defence law¬ 
yers wrapped up a lengthy pro¬ 
cedural detour on Tuesday, dur¬ 
ing which they made their best 
arguments for why a particular 
Senate committee report should 
or should not be entered into 
evidence. 

Justice Charles Vaillancourt 
heard about cases that went as far 
back at the 18th centuiy, and one 
involving an Ontario miner who 
used to be in the Finnish army. 
In a nutshell, the defence would 
like the Senate report, which is 
based on internal audits by the 
firm Ernst & Young, considered 
as fact by the judge. 


The Crown disagrees, argu¬ 
ing it’s just opinion or hearsay. 

Vaillancourt says he’ll make 
a decision and get back to the 
court on that front in June. 

From there, the trial swung 
iuto absurd territoiy, as dog show 
organizer Louise Lang testified via 
telephone from Toronto. 

What does the secretary of the 
Kerry Blue Terrier Club of Canada 
have to do with the Duffy trial? 

Dufiy billed the Senate for 
$698.58 in travel expenses for 
a trip to Peterborough, Ont. in 
July 2010, where he says he met 
with MP Dean Del Mastro and 
his wife — what he called on of¬ 
ficial forms “meet local oflBcials 
on broadcasting issues.” 

That travel resulted in one 
charge each of fraud and breach 
of trust. He faces 31 charges in 
total, and has pleaded not guilty. 

Duffy also went to the Kawar- 
tha Kennel Dog Show during 
that Peterborough trip, and the 
Crown has alleged he and his 
wife purchased a dog there — a 


keny blue terrier, to be exact. 

Defence lawyer Donald Bayne 
appeared to make the case that 
the kennel show was a big deal 
in Peterborough, Ont., pressing 
Lang on her belief that local re¬ 
porters sometimes covered the 
event. Duffy has suggested in his 
daily schedules that his presence 
there was pubhc business. 

Bayne told the court that Duffy 
actually purchased the dog the 
following year. Duffy’s diaiy has 
an entry on January 24, 2011, 
“H&M pick up pup,” H being 
Heather Duffy and M being Mike.

Canadian ties probed in new 
book about Clintons’ finanees

An unflattering new book on 
the Clinton family finances was 
finally released Tuesday after 
weeks of frenzied speculation 
about what it might contain and 
how it might affect the 2016 U.S. 
presidential race. 

The book, “Clinton Cash: The 
Untold Stoiy of How and Why 
Foreign Governments and Busi¬ 
nesses Helped Make BiU and Hil¬ 
lary Rich,” delivers 256 pages 
of suggestions that donors 
showered money on the family 
and its charitable foundation in 
the hope of obtaining favours. 

Now that it’s out, Chnton al¬ 
lies are dismissing the book as an 
error-riddled, inuuendo-peddling 
partisan hit piece from an author, 
Peter Schweizer, who admits his 
Repubhcan allegiances. 

There are some Canadian con¬ 
nections in the book and they 
are hitting back, too. 

It spends a few pages chron¬ 
icling the Clintons’ relationship 
with the TD Bank and its vice- 
president, former New Bruns¬ 
wick premier and U.S. ambas¬ 
sador Frank McKeima. 

McKenna declined to be inter¬ 
viewed Tuesday. But the bank 
disputes the book’s suggestion 
that it was tiying to influence 
the Keystone XL pipehne deci¬ 
sion in paying $1.8 million to 
Bfil Clinton for speaking engage¬ 


ments between 2008 and 2011. 

During that period, Clinton’s 
wife led the State Department 
—which is in charge of the Key¬ 
stone process. The bank, mean¬ 
while, is one of the biggest share¬ 
holders of the pipeline company, 
with more than $1.8 billion US in 
holdings in TransCanada Corp. 

The book notes that McKenna 
introduced Chnton at different 
events. 

The bank dismisses the au¬ 
thor’s dot-connecting as prepos¬ 
terous. 


It says BiU Clinton was origin- 
aUy hired for a speaking engage¬ 
ment in late 2008, just four days 
after HUlaiy was named secretary 
of state and weU before Keystone 
became a controversy. 

“TD did not sponsor these 
events to help influence support 
of the Keystone pipehne,” said 
bank spokeswoman Ah Dimcan 
Martin, addiug that the company 
has also hired Oprah Winfrey, 
Richard Branson and George W 
Bush as speakers.

Toronto 
woman faces 
73 charges in 
alleged scheme 

More than 600 people around 
the world fell victim to an 
alleged immigration fraud 
scheme run by a Toronto 
woman, who now faces 73 
charges in an expanding in¬ 
vestigation. 

Toronto police announced 
fresh charges against Imelda 
“Mel” Fronda Saluma, 46, on 
Tuesday, saying her victims 
have allegedly been defrauded 
of over $2.3 million. 

“She did prey on people’s 
hopes to get them over here, 
because everybody wants to 
get to a better place,” said Det.- 
Const. Erwin Mendoza. 

The probe into Saluma’s ac¬ 
tivities began in October, after 
police were contacted with al¬ 
legations that a large number 
of people had been defrauded 
by a Toronto-based recruiting 
agency dealing primarily with 
immigrant workers. 

It was alleged that individ¬ 
uals, their family members and 
friends from other countries 
were recruited for jobs in Can¬ 
ada by the agency, identified 
as Go West Jobs International. 

Payment was allegedly re¬ 
quested so that positive docu-

Liberals win, 
but political 
landscape in 
flux: Expert 

A strong election showing Mon¬ 
day by third parties that once 
struggled for slivers of Prince 
Edward Island’s vote is a warn¬ 
ing to Tories and Liberals that 
generations-old political loyal¬ 
ties are fading, say political 
commentators. 

History professor Ian Dow- 
biggin of the University of 
Prince Edward Island says the 
gains made by the NDP and 
the Green party, which each 
won about 11 per cent of the 
popular vote, represents a his¬ 
toric shift that won’t be easily 
erased. 

“When you get over 20 
per cent of the total num¬ 
ber of votes, it’s got to reflect 
a changing of political alle¬ 
giance, especially among young 
people,” he says. 

“The people who were vot¬ 
ing yesterday for the Greens 
and the NDP weren’t simply 


old hippies with pony tails 
voting their heart.” 

The Liberals won their third 
straight majority under rook¬ 
ie premier Wade MacLauch- 
lan, dropping from 20 seats 
to 18, while the Tories took 
eight seats and the Green party 
claimed its first seat in the 
legislature. 

Dowbiggin says the Liberal 
win shows the electorate is 
comfortable with the former 
university president, the prov¬ 
ince’s first openly gay premier. 

He also says the Greens and 
NDP still face huge obstacles in 
fundraising, candidate recruit¬ 
ment and a first-past-the-post 
system that works against par¬ 
ties that don’t have a strong 
chance of forming government. 

But the old days of predict¬ 
able swings of the majority of 
the 27 ridings on the Island 
from one major party to the 
other after two to three terms 
in power are being challenged. 

The NDP’s share of the vote 
shot from 3.2 per cent in 2011, 
when they seldom attracted 
more than 200 voters in most 
ridings, to almost winning a 
Gharlottetown seat and quad¬ 
rupling their overall support. 


Green leader Peter Bevan- 
Brown swept to victoiy in the 
riding of Kellys Gross-Gum- 
berland, with his own total 
of 2,077 votes equalling two 
thirds of what the entire party 
was able to muster in the last 
election. 

Don Desserud, a professor of 


political science at the Univer¬ 
sity of Prince Edward Island, 
said he’s cautious about con¬ 
cluding the results will lead to 
further growth — but he was 
nonetheless impressed. 

“It could be a step towards a 
historic change. What it shows 
is that there’s a substantial 


number of voters on the Is¬ 
land who do two things: they 
don’t vote for the Liberals and 
the Gonservatives, and they do 
vote,” he said. 

Both Desserud and Dowbig¬ 
gin say interest in the third 
parties may help explain an 
overall turnout of 86 per cent 


of voters, up significantly from 
the 76.5 per cent turnout in 
the last election. 

Ghief electoral ofiicer Gaiy 
McLeod says in an email he’s 
unable to confirm the reasons 
for the increase at this time. 

Dowbiggin says the results 
also demonstrated the failure 
of the Tories to capitalize on 
public disenchantment with 
the government of former Lib¬ 
eral premier Robert Ghiz. 

He says many voters iden¬ 
tified the Liberals with the 
provincial nominee program, 
which brought immigrants 
into the province if they in¬ 
vested in Island companies. 
In 2009, the auditor general 
released a report on conflict 
of interests that were related 
to the program. 

The professor says that issue, 
along with provincial finan¬ 
cial woes, could have led to a 
breakthrough for Conservative 
Leader Rob Lantz. Instead the 
party’s overall popular vote 
fell, and Lantz was unable to 
win his seat in Charlottetown. 
Dowbiggin said he doubts Lan¬ 
tz can stay on as leader of the 
party if he can’t win a seat in

No escape formany if 
bombs worked: Crown 


Everyone celebrating Canada 
Day on the B.C. legislature’s front 
lawn in 2013 could have died or 
been injured if three shrapnel- 
packed pressure-cooker bombs 
had detonated, a B.C. Supreme 
Court jury heard on the final 
day of the Crown’s submissions. 

An RCMP explosives expert 
who built the fake explosives for 
accused terrorists John Nuttall 
and Amanda Korody painted a 
grim picture of what could have 
happened had they been real. 

“Blast pressure is what we 
would consider the most dan¬ 
gerous in close proximity to an 
explosion because it can move 
through you and simply turn 
your organs into mush,” Const. 
Peter Cucheran told jurors on 
Tuesday. 


The pressure waves emanating 
from the explosion would have 
been enough to cause death or 
serious injuiy within 30 metres, 
he said. 

The jury has already heard the 
couple hid what they thought 
were homemade pressure-cooker 
bombs, containing C4 plastic 
explosives, in flower planters at 
the legislature but didn’t know 
they were working with under¬ 
cover pohce. 

Cucheran said fragments or 
shrapnel that spread from a 
detonation site can be equally 
as deadly at further distances. 

The furthest edge of the front 
lawn of the legislature is about 
150 metres from the alleged 
detonation sites, the Crown has

Ottawa is to pay an Inuit land- 
claim group more than $250 
milhon to settle a lawsuit and 
improve training for Inuit to 
enter the territorial civil service. 

The payment is 
included in a pre¬ 
viously announced 
deal for more than 
$300 million that 
ends a nine-year- 
old claim agaiust the 
federal government 
by Nunavut Tunnga- 
vik Inc., the group 
that oversees the 
Nunavut land claim. 

“There’s a lot of interest in 
the Arctic now and we have 
a large, untrained Inuit work 
force,” Cathy Towtongie, NTI 
president, said Monday. 

The land claim guaranteed 
that Inuit would hold the same

Canadian 
veterans 
honoured in 
Netherlands 

It was 70 years ago Tuesday that 
the guns fell nearly silent along 
the Canadian and British hnes 
in Holland. 

The war in northwestern Eur¬ 
ope was almost over and Pte. 
Frank Graham, who’d fought 
with the Canadian 1st Division 
all through Sicily, Italy and Hol¬ 
land, found himself thunder¬ 
struck. 


“When I heard they’d given 
up, I thought, no they don’t,” 
said Graham, 92. 

The BBC announced the cease¬ 
fire the night before, on May 4, 
1945, yet Graham said he’d been 
disappointed by mmours before. 

Seven decades on, Graham 
was part of a sentimental pa¬ 
rade of veterans who rolled past 
a reviewing stand in vintage 
army vehicles outside of the 
hotel where the capitulation 
was made official. 

As was evident on their faces, 
it was a bittersweet moment for 
the old soldiers in this tranquil, 
leafy town as they mingled with 
actors dressed in the uniforms 
they used to wear and rode in

trucks and jeeps they had once 
driven. Heavy thunder threat¬ 
ened Tuesday’s parade and even 
cancelled a photo opportunity 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
had planned with the veterans. 

It was far cry from the 
breezy, cold day in 1945 when 
Gol.-Gen. Johannes Blaskowitz, 
commander of all German forces 


in the Netherlands and Den¬ 
mark, showed up at the wrecked 
Hotel de Wereld. 

Canadian Lt.-Gen. Charles 
Foulkes accepted the surrender 
in a simple ceremony, which was 
to be followed two days later by 
the more formal unconditional 
surrender of all German forces 
accepted by Allied supreme com¬ 
mander U.S. Gen. Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower at Reims, France. 

Despite the general ceasefire 
on May 5,1945 in the Ganadian 
sector, troops continued to die 
for at least three more days, said 
Ganadian War Museum histor¬ 
ian JefifNoakes.

Corrections investigator

Manitoba’s highest court has 
ruled that the family of a man 
who died during a 34-hour hospi¬ 
tal emergency room wait can sue 
the healtii authority for a breach 
of charter and privacy rights. 

Lower courts struck out the 
heart of the lawsuit filed by the 
family of Brian Sinclair, ruling 
his loved ones couldn’t sue be¬ 
cause those rights died with him 
in 2008. Lawyers for Sinclair’s 
family argued it was absurd that 
the family of a man who died 
because he didn’t receive prop¬ 
er care couldn’t sue because he 
was dead. 


After eight months, the Mani¬ 
toba Court of Appeal said that 
the lawsuit should be allowed 
to proceed. 

Vilko Zbogar, one of the 
family’s lawyers, said the rul¬ 
ing has important imphcations 
for the evolution of charter law, 
as well as the family’s pursuit 
of justice. 

“It’s important to the family 
to have vindication for Brian 
Sinclair’s death and it’s veiy im¬ 
portant to them to hold the in¬ 
stitutions who were responsible 
accountable for their conduct,” 
he said. 


The appeal court also restored 
the family’s right to sue the Wui- 
nipeg Regional Health Author¬ 
ity for disclosing private health 
information about Sinclair after 
his death. 

Robert Siuclair, Brian Sinclair’s 
cousiu, said the family won’t stop 
tiying to hold health authorities 


to account “for their shameful 
conduct both before and after 
his death.” 

The 45-year-old double ampu¬ 
tee died of a treatable bladder

A newlywed woman who was 
wounded in the Colorado the¬ 
atre massacre testified Tuesday 
that when the shooting began, 
she told her husband she loved 
him because she feared they 
wouldn’t survive. 

“I didn’t know if it was the 
last time I would be able to do 
so,” Denise Axelrod told the juiy. 

Axelrod testified in the sixth 
day of the trial of James Holmes, 
who is charged with kilhng 12 
people and injuring 70 in the 
July 2012 attack. 

Holmes pleaded not guilty by 


reason of insanity. His attorneys 
have acknowledged he was the 
shooter but say he has schizo¬ 
phrenia and didn’t know right 
from wrong. 

Prosecutors maintain Holmes 
was sane. They’re seeking the 
death penalty. 

On Monday, jurors watched 
a video of Holmes after the at¬ 
tack asking detectives, “There 
weren’t any children hurt, were 
there?” 

The video shows detectives 
interviewing a dazed-sound¬ 
ing Hohnes at pohce headquar¬ 


ters about two hours after the 
shooting. 

The detectives don’t answer 
Holmes directly about children 
but say, “We’ll get to that.” 
One of the 12 people killed 
was 6-year-old Veronica Moser- 
Sullivan. 

Detective Chuck Mehl testi¬ 
fied later that Holmes saw a 
sign for the Crimes Against Chil¬ 
dren Unit in pohce headquarters 
while he was being taken to the 
interview room, which might 
have prompted the question.

Tsamaev fights death penalty 


Dzhokhar Tsarnaev’s law¬ 
yers called a Russian histor¬ 
ian and a psychiatrist to the 
stand Tuesday in a bid to save 
the Boston Marathon bomber 
from the death penalty by por¬ 
traying him as the product of 
a dysfunctional family from a 
turbulent corner of the world. 

Dr. Alexander Niss, a psych¬ 
iatrist who treated Tsarnaev’s 
father from 2003 to 2005, 
said he diagnosed the elder 
Tsarnaev with post-traumat¬ 
ic stress disorder after he re¬ 
ported being tortured in a Rus¬ 
sian camp during the Chechen 


wars with Russia in the 1990s. 

Niss said Anzor Tsarnaev, 
a Chechen, showed typical 
symptoms of PTSD, including 
anxiety, panic attacks, flash¬ 
backs and paranoia. He said 
Tsarnaev also complained of 
headaches, dizziness, nose¬ 
bleeds and other physical ail¬ 
ments, and during one phase 
of his treatment, was going to 
the emergency room almost 
every day. 

Niss took the stand during 
the penalty phase of Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev’s trial, during which 
the jury will decide whether 


the 21-year-old former college 
student should get the death 
penalty or life in prison for 
the 2013 bombing that killed 
three people and wounded 
more than 260. 

Tsarnaev’s lawyers are 
hoping his background — 
combined with their claim 
that he was heavily influenced 
by his radical older brother, 
Tamerlan — will convince the 
jury he does not deserve a 
death sentence. Tamerlan, 26, 
was killed days after the bomb¬ 
ing during a getaway attempt.

Officer leapt on 
hood of car to 
shoot driver: 
Prosecution 

A patrolman charged in the 
deaths of two unarmed people 
in a 137-shot barrage of police 
gunfire acted unreasonably 
when he stood on the hood 
of their car and fired into the 
windshield when they were 
no longer a threat, prosecu¬ 
tors said Tuesday in closing 
arguments. 

The defense countered that 
the pursuit and shooting were 
based on a belief that one oc¬ 
cupant of the car had fired a 
gun and was shooting at offi¬ 
cers when the high-speed chase 
ended in a school parking lot 
in November 2002. 

Michael Brelo, 31, faces a 
maximum sentence of 22 years 
in prison if convicted on two 
counts of voluntary manslaugh¬ 
ter in the deaths of driver Tim¬ 
othy Russell and passenger 
Malissa Williams. The judge 
who is deciding Brelo’s case 
has said he likely will not de¬ 
liver a verdict before May 15. 

The chase began after an 
officer standing outside police 
headquarters in downtown 
Cleveland mistakenly thought 
that someone had fired a gun 
when it sped by. Experts later 


concluded Russell’s car had 
backfired. 

More than 100 officers in 62 
police cars were involved in the 
chase, which stretched over 
22 miles and reached speeds 
of 100 mph. Thirteen officers 
fired a total of 137 rounds at 
the car that night but only 
Brelo was charged criminally. 

Prosecutors say he fired the 
last 15 of his 49 rounds after 
the suspects were trapped and 
had nowhere else to go. They 
say Russell, 43, and Williams, 
30, were still alive when Brelo 
fired “kill shots” through the 
windshield. 

Defense attorneys argued 
Tuesday that at least one 
other officer fired a gun dur¬ 
ing Brelo’s final volley and 
that shots fired by other offi¬ 
cers could have killed Russell 
and Williams. Each was struck 
more than 20 times. 

Brelo, who did not testify at 
trial, told investigators more 
than a week after the shoot¬ 
ing that he did not remember 
standing on the hood of the 
suspects’ car. An officer who 
was a rookie in 2012 told in¬ 
vestigators and testified at trial 
that Brelo said he stood on the 
hood hours after the shooting. 

A number of police officers 
who also shot at the car in¬ 
voked their Fifth Amendment 
right against self-incrimination 
when subpoenaed by prosecu¬ 
tors to testify at trial.

Human traffic camps found 


THAILAND 

‘Thriving’ 
slave trade 
embarrasses 
authorities 

Police found two more camps 
Tuesday believed to have held 
human trafficking victims in 
southern Thailand — one re¬ 
cently abandoned and the other 
containing a buried skeleton 
— days after the grim discov¬ 
ery of 26 bodies at a separate 
location exposed a thriving 
human smuggling network in 
the country. 

“We will keep searching, be¬ 
cause this means the traffickers 
are still on the run and taking 
people with them,” said police 
Maj. Gen. Amphon Buarubpom, 
the commander of police for 
Songkla province, who joined 
dozens of officers in a trek up 
Khao Kaew mountain followed 
by reporters and camera crews. 
Teams of police dismantled the 
camp’s eight huts and shel¬ 
ters made of freshly cut wood. 


where a cellphone charger and 
clothing were strewn about in 
signs of an apparent recent 
evacuation. 

Tuesday’s discovery was part 
of a mission to find survivors 
— or bodies — that activists 
say are hidden in 
the mountains, 
five days after 
authorities dug 
up the 26 corpses 
at a nearby camp 
along the Thai- 
Malaysian bor¬ 
der. Authorities 
say the camps are believed 
to have been used by a trans¬ 
national network that smug¬ 
gled ethnic Rohingya Muslims 
from Myanmar and migrants 
from Bangladesh and then 
abused them and held them 
captive until their families 
could pay ransoms. 

Separately, in Phang Nga 
province, a skeleton was found 
in a mangrove forest and was 
believed to be the remains of 
an ethnic Rohingya woman, 
said Gov. Prayoon Rattanasen- 
ee, who was led to the location 
by a Rohingya who said there 


were more camps in the area. 

The coastal province is one 
of several known entiy points 
used to smuggle Rohin^a, who 
often flee Myanmar in over¬ 
crowded boats, into Thailand. 

The discoveries have pub¬ 


licly shamed Thailand, which 
is already under pressure from 
the United States and the Euro¬ 
pean Union to crack down on 
human trafficking. 

Last June, the U.S. down¬ 
graded Thailand and Malaysia 
to its lowest categoiy — Tier 
3 — in an annual assessment 
of how governments handle 
human trafficking. Thailand 
promised action to get off the 
blacklist, but its reputation 
suffered more following re¬ 
cent revelations that some Thai 
fishing vessels kept men from 
Myanmar, Gambodia and Laos 


on board as forced labour or 
slaves. 

Thai authorities say they are 
investigating the complicity of 
police and local officials in the 
trafficking network, an alli¬ 
ance that human rights groups 
say has long 
fueled the 
smuggling 
industry. 

Prime 
Minister Pr- 
ayuth Chan- 
ocha gave or¬ 
ders Tuesday 
for provincial officials at all 
levels “to scan every inch of 
their areas” for more detention 
camps, trafficking victims or 
signs of collusion with officials, 
and warned that “those who 
seek or receive benefits (from 
human trafficking) will be in¬ 
vestigated and punished,” ac¬ 
cording to deputy government 
spokesman Maj. Gen. Sansern 
Kaewkamnerd. 

Gritics say the tough talk and 
a rush of arrests, VIP visits to 
the south and media tours to 
suspected trafficking camps are 
part of a dog-and-pony show 


that should not be mistaken 
for an actual crackdown. In 
an editorial Tuesday, The Na¬ 
tion newspaper said the gov¬ 
ernment’s “pledge to combat 
human trafficking has been 
diverted into a public relations 
exercise.” 

National police chief Gen. 
Somyot Poompanmoung or¬ 
dered the transfer late Monday 
of more than 15 police and bor¬ 
der patrol officers, including a 
senior commander in southern 
Thailand he said was suspect¬ 
ed of close association with a 
prime trafficking suspect. They 
were moved to what Thailand 
calls “inactive posts” pending 
an investigation.

BRITISH ELECTION 

Politicians in 
mad dash to 
convert the 
undecided 

Britain’s political leaders 
crisscrossed the country Tues¬ 
day in a frenetic last dash 
to convert undecided voters, 
with less than 48 hours to 
go until an election likely to 
produce no outright winner. 

Polls put the Conservatives 
and Labour neck-and-neck, 
with neither on course for a 
majority in Parliament. 

That means Thursday’s vote 
will likely trigger a period 
of negotiations with smaller 
parties before a new govern¬ 
ment emerges. 

Neither big party wanted to 
discuss that option Tuesday, 
with both claiming they were 
aiming to win. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron told supporters at a sub¬ 
urban London garden centre 
that momentum was behind 
the Conservatives. 

“People can see in the end 
it is all about the economy 
and keeping the economy 
moving forward, and that’s 
what we offer and that’s the 
argument we’re making in 
this closing stage,” Cameron 
said. 

“Lots of people are un¬ 


decided and it’s those that 
we need to convince in the 
closing hours,” he said as 
he began a 36-hour journey 
across Britain. 

The audience applauded, 
but Cameron was heckled by 
a Scottish man who said: “I’m 
feeling racism from you guys 
in your party,” objecting to 
Tory claims about the threat 
posed by the separatist Scot¬ 
tish National Party. 

Labour’s Ed Miliband said 
voters faced a choice “be¬ 
tween a Labour government 
that will put working people 
first or a Tory government 
that will only ever work for 
the privileged few.” 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Nick Clegg said Cameron 
and Miliband were kidding 
themselves, and only his 
party could prevent a period 
of “messy, unstable minority 
government.” 

“The last thing Britain 
needs is a second election be¬ 
fore Christmas,” Clegg said as 
he embarked on a 1,600-kilo- 
metre bus tour from Land’s 
End in England’s far south¬ 
west to the northern tip of 
Scotland. 

Clegg hopes to play king¬ 
maker, but his party looks 
set to be punished by voters 
after five years in coalition 
government with the Con¬ 
servatives. They could lose 
half of their 59 seats.

Ex-IRA commander 
shot dead in Belfast 

A former Irish Republican 
Army commander linked 
to one of the outlawed 
group's most notorious kill¬ 
ings was shot dead at close 
range Tuesday morning on 
a street near his home in 
Belfast, residents and po¬ 
lice said. No group claimed 
responsibility for killing 
Gerard (Jock) Davison, 47, in 
Belfast's Markets neighbour¬ 
hood. It was the first fatal 


shooting in Northern Ireland 
in more than a year.

Police 
recover 
6o bodies 

Emergency workers have re¬ 
covered the bodies of 60 people 
— including nine foreigners — 
who were killed when Nepal’s 
earthquake triggered a mud- 
shde that buried a village in the 
scenic Langtang Valley popular 
with tourists. 

Residents of the village, also 
called Langtang, said Tuesday 
that as many as 200 people 
could have been killed by tons 
of earth and mud unleashed in 
the devastating April 25 quake. 

“The entire village was wiped 
out by the mudslide. There were 
some 60 houses there, but they 
were all buried under rubble. It 
will be impossible to recover all 
the bodies,” said Gautam Rimal, 
the top government official in 
the Rasuwa district. 

The Langtang Valley, about 60 
kilometres north of Nepal’s cap¬ 
ital, Kathmandu, is now about a 
two-day hike from the nearest 
town because the landshde has 
blocked nearby roads. 

While hehcopters allow easy 
access, they remain in short 
supply because of aid missions 
across parts of Nepal. 

The April 25 earthquake 
killed more than 7,500 people 
and injured more than 14,000 
as it flattened mountain vil¬ 
lages and destroyed buildings 
and archaeological sites in Kath¬ 
mandu. 

Authorities say up to one- 
third of Kathmandu’s residents 
have left since the quake. In 
the first days, bus stations were 
jammed with people fearing 
aftershocks or trying to get 
home to relatives in devastat¬ 
ed villages, the associated press

Several feared

Young men piled over each other, 
some shimmying up ropes dan¬ 
gling from the towering rescue 
ship and others falling into the 
churning sea. Women and chil¬ 
dren were the last off the stricken 
dinghy during a chaotic Mediter¬ 
ranean rescue in which at least 
five migrants died and more were 
feared drowned. 

Dramatic footage shot by a sea¬ 
man aboard the Maltese freighter 
showed the weekend rescue of 
more than 100 West Africans 
aboard the flimsy boat off the 
coast of Libya. Survivors were 
brought Tuesday to the Sicihan 
port of Catania. 

The video highlights the dan¬ 
ger of marine rescue, where safe¬ 
ty and tragedy too often lie just 
moments apart. With tens of 
thousands trying to cross the sea 
on small boats launched by hu¬ 
man traffickers from Libya—and 
hrmdreds dying in the attempt 
— the question of how best to 
save migrants from drowning 
has taken centre stage iu Europe. 

Crew members interviewed 
by The Associated Press said 
eveiyone aboard the cargo ship 
Zeran had undergone rescue 
training. But while a previous 
rescue several weeks ago hap-

pened calmly without any loss 
of life, on Sunday elation at the 
prospect of being saved quickly 
turned to panic.

“Easy! Easy!” implored a crew

“There was the big ship there, 
and they threw down ropes,” 
Astoy Fall Dia, a 24 year-old mi¬ 
grant from Senegal, told The As¬ 
sociated Press after disembarking 
from the cargo ship. 

“Someone grabbed onto the 
rope. All the other people started 
pushing to fry to save themselves 
but the people started falling in 
the water.” 

Dia said she survived because 
she stayed close to the dinghy 
and because she knew how to 
swim — unlike most of the mi¬ 
grants who come from poor Af¬ 
rican countries. 

Five bodies were recovered 
from inside the dinghy, floating 
amid garbage and water that 
had seeped in, though it wasn’t 
clear if they died in the flnal 
rush to be rescued, as one crew 
member maintained, or during 
the crossing. 

At least another flve to nine 
people fell into the water and 
drowned, said the seaman who 
shot the video, though one man 
floating away with the current 
and clinging to a hfesaver was 
rescued by crew on a Zeran life¬ 
boat. 

The seaman and other crew 
members spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to speak to the 
media.

ISIL takes responsibili^ for 
attack, e^i^erts raise doubts 


Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) claimed respon¬ 
sibility Tuesday for the assault 
on a Texas cartoon contest that 
featured images of the Prophet 
Muhammad, but counterterror¬ 
ism experts said ISIL has a his¬ 
tory of asserting involvement 
in attacks in which it had no 
operational role. 

That suggests the two gimmen 
could have carried out their own 
lone woff-style strike before they 
were shot and killed at the scene 
of Sunday’s shooting in the Dal¬ 
las suburb of Garland. 

Federal officials identified the 
pair as Elton Simpson and Nadir 
Soofi, both Americans who lived 
in Phoenix. Federal authorities 
had been scrutinizing Simpson’s 
social media presence recently 


but had no indication he was 
plotting an attack, said one fed¬ 
eral official familiar with the 
investigation. 

Rep. Michael McCaul, chair¬ 
man of the House Homeland 
Security Committee, said a Twit¬ 
ter account linked to Simpson 
included images of Anwar Aw- 
laki, a radical cleric killed in a 
CIA drone strike in Yemen. 

Among the hashtags used by 
the account was “#texasattack.” 
And one of the final tweets was: 
“May Allah accept us as mujahi¬ 
deen,” or holy warriors. 

“Was he on the radar? Sure he 
was,” McCaul said from Turkey, 
where he was leading a congres¬ 
sional delegation. 

The evidence does not indicate 
the attack was directed by ISIL, 


“but rather inspired by them,” 
said McCaul, who was briefed on 
the investigation by federal law 
enforcement officials. “This is 
the textbook case of what we’re 
most concerned about.” 

White House press secretary 
Josh Earnest said U.S. officials 
are working to counter terror¬ 
ist efforts to use social media 
to radicahze individuals in the 
United States. 

ISIL recently urged those in 
the United States, Europe and 
Australia who cannot safely trav¬ 
el to fight in Syria and Iraq to 
carry out jihad in the countries 
where they live. An audio state¬ 
ment on the extremist group’s 
A1 Bayan radio station called the 
men “two soldiers of the cahph-

Governor’s 
conservation 
goal wasn’t 
met in March 

Californians conserved little 
water in March and local of¬ 
ficials were not aggressive in 
cracking down on waste, state 
regulators reported Tuesday, 
saying residents and conunun- 
ities again fell short of Gov. 
Jeriy Brown’s voluntaiy water 
savings target. 

The State Water Resources 
Control Board received the up¬ 
date as it considers sweeping 
mandatoiy emergency drought 
regulations to protect water 
supplies in the parched state. 

Brown has argued that the 
voluntary targets were insuffi¬ 
cient and that Californians 
needed a jolt to take conserva¬ 
tion seriously. 

A survey of local water 
departments released at the 
start of the two-day meeting 
shows water use fell less than 
4 per cent in March compared 
with the same month in 2013. 
Overall savings have been only 
about 9 per cent since last sum¬ 
mer, even though Brown set a 
voluntary 20 per cent target. 


Lush lawns and verdant land¬ 
scapes are first on the chopping 
block under the rules being 
considered, which would bar 
cities from using drinking- 
quality water on street medi¬ 
an grass and encourage home- 
owners to let lawns go brown 
to meet local mandatoiy water 
reduction targets. 

Those conservation targets 
are among the most conten¬ 
tious provisions of the pro¬ 
posed rules. 

The board plans to order 
each city to cut water use by as 
much as 36 per cent compared 
to 2013, the year before the 
governor declared a drought 
emergency. 

The regulations before the 
board would also ban new Cali¬ 
fornia homes and buildings 
from watering lawns unless 
they meet new efficiency stan¬ 
dards. With public comments, 
a vote on the rules might not 
come until Wednesday. 

The board has already adopt¬ 
ed other water restrictions: 
Californians cannot water 
lawns two days after rainfall, 
wash cars with hoses that don’t 
shut off or hose down pave¬ 
ment, hotels must offer guests 
a chance to reuse sheets and 
towels and restaurants can only 
serve water upon request.

Le Pen ii^ts for political 
survivalrnfamilyfeud

Far-right party 
co-founder 
pushed out by 
his daughter 

Little by little, the president 
of France’s far-right Nation¬ 
al Front and top lieutenants 
have tried to silence the party 
founder, pushing him from 
the inner circle, refusing to 
back him in elections and now, 
in the culmination of an ugly 
political dispute that began as 
a family feud, suspending his 
membership. 

But the 86-year-old Jean- 
Marie Le Pen, a disruptive force 
in French politics for decades, 
is refusing to disappear. He 
said Tuesday he is ashamed his 
daughter, party chief Marine Le 
Pen, bears his name. 

“Get married. That would al¬ 
low you to change your name. 
It would ease my conscience,” 
was his message to his daugh¬ 
ter 12 hours after the party’s 
executive bureau suspended 
him for repeating anti-Semitic 
comments for which he was 
once convicted. 

The veiy public father-daugh¬ 
ter dispute has escalated into a 


political drama that reflects a 
new era for the National Front, 
which sees itself as France’s 
leading party, and the slow 
demise of the man who cre¬ 
ated it and grew it into a feared 
political force and kingmaker 
in French elections. 

The anti-immigration Nation¬ 
al Front, co-founded by Jean- 
Marie Le Pen in 1972 under the 
banner “French first,” has been 
setting the political tone for 
decades, forcing the themes of 
security and immigration onto 


the agendas of mainstream pol¬ 
itical leaders. Le Pen reached 
the final round in 2002 presi¬ 
dential elections, shocking the 
world. 

Now, daughter Marine Le Pen 
wants to win in 2017. She is 
modernizing the party, pushing 
out old-guard followers of her 
father and banning any refer¬ 
ence to anti-Semitism. 

The latest flap came after 
Jean-Marie Le Pen repeated 
that Nazi gas chambers were 
a “detail” in the history of 
the Second World War and 
praised Philippe Petain, head 
of France’s Vichy government, 
which collaborated with the 
Nazis. 

Still, Marine Le Pen rails 
against the “Islamization” 


of France and echoes other 
themes dear to her father. 

“This signals a change of gen¬ 
erations,” far-right expert Jean- 
Yves Camus said in a telephone 
interview. “The basic program 
remains absolutely identical to 
what it always was.” 

Jean-Marie Le Pen, the last 
French politician of his gen¬ 
eration still active, could lose 
his cherished title of honorary 
president for life, conferred at 
a 2010 party congress in which 
he anointed his daughter as 
his successor. Within three 
months, the party will sound 
out its members on stripping 
it from him. Le Pen cannot be 
removed from his seat in the 
European Parliament. 

Last month, he was pressed 


into giving up his plans to run 
in regional elections in Decem¬ 
ber in southern France, where 
he is a popular figure. 

His 25-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter, Marion Marechal-Le Pen, 
one of two party lawmakers 
who side with the elder Le Pen’s 
conservative stance, stepped in 
to replace him. But in a meas¬ 
ure of the turmoil, she said on 
Tuesday that she had done so 
as a peacemaker and now was 
reconsidering her candidacy. 

“1 don’t want to be taken 
hostage by Jean-Marie Le Pen,” 
she said. 

There is no measure to ex¬ 
clude Le Pen forever from the 
party, which some say would 
be unthinkable.

Two decades after dead Amer¬ 
ican soldiers were dragged 
through the streets of Moga¬ 
dishu, John Keriy on Tuesday 
became the first secretary of 
state to set foot in Somalia, 
a symbolic visit to show sup¬ 
port for the African nation’s 
fledgling government and 
the United States’ readiness 
to move past a dark chapter 
in its history. 

But as Keriy vowed to deep¬ 
en America’s partnership with 
a new cadre of Somali leaders, 
the fact that he never left the 
airport underscored just how 
dangerous and unstable So¬ 
malia remains after a quarter- 
century of civil war. 

Before returning to Kenya, 
the top U.S. diplomat stayed a 
little more than three hours, 
meeting with Somalia’s 
president and prime minis¬ 
ter and several regional chiefs 
and civil-society groups. It was 
enough time, he said, to see 
the resiliency of a people deter¬ 
mined to reclaim their future 
from the terrorists and mil¬ 
itias that plunged Somaha into 
what had seemed an endless 
cycle of conflict. He promised 
American help along the path 
of recoveiy. 

“More than 20 years ago, 
the United States was forced to 
pull back from your country,” 
Keriy said, invoking the “Black 
Hawk Down” debacle when 18 
servicemen died after Somali 
militiamen shot down two U.S. 
helicopters and a subsequent 
rescue mission failed. “Now 
we are returning.”

Searches on mobile 
devices surpass PCs

Smartphones 
the new status 
quo in how we 
get information 

Google’s influential search 
engine has hit a tipping point 
in technology’s shift to smart¬ 
phones. More search requests 
are now being made on mobile 
devices than on personal com¬ 
puters in the U.S. and many 
other parts of the world. 

The milestone announced 
at a digital advertising confer¬ 
ence Tuesday serves as another 
reminder of how dramatically 
online behaviour has changed 
since 2007. That’s when Apple 
released the first iPhone, lead¬ 
ing to a wave of similar devices 
that have made it easier for 
people to stay connected to 
the Internet wherever they go. 

The upheaval has rocked 
PC makers and other tech 
companies such as Microsoft 
with businesses tied to sales of 
desktop and laptop computers. 
Google has been able to adapt 
better than most companies, 
partly because its search en¬ 
gine and other services are em¬ 
bedded in the popular Android 
mobile operating system, but it 
hasn’t been totally unscathed. 

Google’s average ad prices 


have been declining for the 
past three-and-a-half years, 
partly because marketers so far 
have been unwilling to pay as 
much for the commercial mes¬ 
sage displayed on the smaller 
screens of smartphones. The 
company, though, says mobile 
ad prices have been steadily 
climbing and will continue to 
do so as marketers recognize 
the value of being able to con¬ 
nect with prospective custom¬ 
ers at the precise moment that 
they are looking for a place to 
eat, or comparing products on 
a smartphone while standing 
in a store.

“The future of mobile is 
now,” says Jerry Dischler, a 
Google Inc. vice-president in 
charge of the company’s “Ad- 
Words” service for online mar¬ 
keting campaigns. 

Outside the U.S., Google’s 
mobile search requests are on 
top in nine other countries. 
Japan is the only other coun¬ 
try that Google is identifying. 

The Mountain View, Calif 
company isn’t specifying just 


how many mobile search re¬ 
quests it is getting. Google 
processes more than 100 bil¬ 
lion search requests worldwide 
each month, including quer¬ 
ies on PCs. 

As part of the mobile transi¬ 
tion, Google last month over¬ 
hauled its search-recommenda¬ 
tion system to favour websites 
that are easier to read and load 
on smartphones. That change, 
known as “Mobilegeddon,” 
prodded millions of websites to 
make changes to ensure they 
work well on smartphones to 
avoid being demoted in Goo¬ 
gle’s search results. 

Google also has been intro¬ 
ducing advertising formats 
that tend to work better on 
mobile devices. For instance, 
rooms can now be booked 
within hotel ads, and car ads 
can now be swiped across a 
screen to make it easier to 
comparison shop. 

In addition to announ¬ 
cing the milestone in mobile 
search, Google also introduced 
on Tuesday a service for com¬ 
paring mortgage rates in the 
U.S. The mortgage product ex¬ 
pands upon a similar service 
for auto-insurance policies that 
Google unveiled in California 
in March. Google is adding 
three more states — Texas, 
Illinois and Pennsylvania — 
to the auto insurance service.

CRTC rules to limit 
roaming chaises 


Canada’s telecom regulator is re¬ 
jigging wholesale wireless roam¬ 
ing rates in the hopes that the 
changes will eventually lead to 
lower charges for consumers. 

The Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission (CRTC) released a de¬ 
cision Tuesday that limits the 
roaming rates the three biggest 
wireless carriers charge smaller 
carriers to piggyback on their 
networks for five years. 

The CRTC also asked the Con¬ 
servative government to repeal 
legislation that currently limits 
what small carriers can charge 
the big players to use their wire¬ 
less networks. The decision un¬ 
ravels provisions imposed by the 
federal government last year, but 
the intention of the new frame¬ 
work is the same: to give smaller 
players the ability to expand. 

“The measures that we are 
putting in place today in the 
wireless market wiU ensure that 
Canadians continue to have more 
choice,” said CRTC chairman 
Jean-Pierre Blais. 


O REBUTTAL 

Decision carries negative 
implications, says expert 

While the government's 
control over roaming rates 
could lower wireless costs, 
Martin Masse, senior editor 
at the Montreal Economic 
Institute, feels it will nega¬ 
tively affect Canada's tele¬ 
communications industry. 

"Essentially it's not sus¬ 
tainable competition," he 
said. "We get less invest¬ 
ment because it's cheaper 
to depend on mandated 
access." the Canadian press

praised the ruling. 

“Today’s decision will create 
greater competition in the wire¬ 
less sector,” he said. “We know 
that more competition means 
more choice, lower prices and 
better services for Canadian con¬ 
sumers.”

On Thursday, Tesla Motors 
CEO Elon Musk announced 
the company’s latest foray 
into renewable-energy tech¬ 
nology: the Tesla Powerwall, 
a wall-mounted battery for 
homes or businesses to store 
energy for later use. 

This could be the beginning 
of a new energy future for 
Canada and the world. And 
at about $3,000-$3,500 US for 
a Powerwall, plus wiring and 
installation, they’re attain¬ 
able for many homeowners. 
The batteries can be recycled 
using Tesla’s program for its 
existing electric vehicle bat¬ 
teries. Canadian firm NRStor 
plans to start selhng Power- 
walls in Canada in 2016. 

Canadian pohcy-makers 
and energy utihties need to 
harness the green-power gen¬ 
eration and storage potential 
of Canadian households by 


giving middle-class Canadians 
incentives, such as tax credits 
and feed-in tariffs, to pro¬ 
duce and store green energy. 
The cost of solar panels has 
dropped a hundredfold since 
1977, with wind and other re¬ 
newables following suit, mak¬ 
ing household energy har¬ 
vesting increasingly appeahng 
to Canadians who want to hve 
green while reducing their 
costs. 

“The decentrahzation of 
energy is where the future is 
going,” says Jesika Briones, 
business development man¬ 
ager at the Advanced Energy 
Centre. 

Currently there are lots of 
limitations on Canadians who 
want to generate their own 
electricity. Canada has put tar¬ 
iffs on Chinese solar panels, 
making them more expensive 
and harder to import. B.C., 
Quebec and other provinces 
allow net metering (when 
property owners provide the 
grid with home-generated re¬ 
newable energy, in exchange 
for a reduced bill). Only On¬ 


tario actually pays people who 
feed the grid. 

That incentive encourages 
people to generate as much 
green energy as they can, 
because they’ll get paid for 
it. A country of green energy¬ 
generating households could 
power industiy and pubhc fa¬ 
cilities without as much need 
for fossil fuels. In 2012, fossil 
fuels still made up 74 per cent 
of Canada’s energy consump¬ 
tion, the World Bank says. 

A home batteiy system is 
“the missing piece,” as Tesla 
calls it, to our green future. It 
will let households buy from 
the grid at off-peak hours 
when it’s least expensive and 
sell to the grid at peak hours 
when it’s most needed. Ver¬ 
sions of this arrangement are 
aheady in place in Germany 
and some American states. 

According to a 2013 Nation¬ 
al Academy of Sciences study 
of electric vehicle batteries, 
when you use renewable elec¬ 
tricity to charge them, the 
results are still better for the 
environment than fossil fuels. 


“Combined with solar PV 
(photovoltaics, a solar-energy 
technology), Tesla has made 
energy independence not only 
more accessible but also more 
desirable,” Briones said. 


A home battery, 
Tesla says, is the 
missing piece to 
our green future. 


The new energy market 
would create jobs and oppor¬ 
tunities for Canadian compan¬ 
ies to innovate. A few, hke 
electronics maker Eguana 
Technologies and green-bat- 
teiy company Electrovaya, are 
aheady on the forefront. But 
we need more incentives be¬ 
fore household green-power 
generation and storage can 
go viral.

Others, distressed by her 
fame, have gone straight for 
Kardashian’s jugular. As the 
Toronto Star’s Vinay Menon 
wrote: “This is a woman with 
Type V blood, as in vanity.” 

Menon mocked her lack 
of talent and her use of the 
word “skank” in her earher at¬ 
tempt at writing, in the novel 
Dollhouse. 

“1 have no answers today, 
people,” he wrote in the voice 
of a doomsday preacher. “Just 
an unsettling, irrational feel¬ 
ing that soon, very soon, the 
skanks wiU be coming for all 
of us.” 

Well now, that doesn’t 
sound so bad. But come on, 
branding her a “skank” is not 
a veiy sophisticated take on 
the sex appeal that drives her 
fame.

It’s a big year for character actor 
Christopher Lloyd. After all, a film he 
made decades ago is having a rebirth 
of sorts. With the 30th anniversary of 
Back to the Future approaching this 
fall, there are a number of celebra¬ 
tions, documentaries and tributes 
planned. 

“I don’t keep up that well with it. 
I don’t keep up that well with any¬ 
thing,” laughed the 76-year-old star 
recently. “(But) films don’t usually 
have that, so I’m embracing it.” 

And so he should be. After all, the 
1985 time-travel comedy that spawned 
two hit sequels was not only a suc¬ 
cess in its day, but it also has only 
seemed to gather more fans as the 
years advanced. In fact. Family Guy 
creator Seth McFarlane was such an 
admirer he asked Lloyd to make a 
cameo appearance as his “Doc” Brown 
character in last year’s hit comedy 
A Million Ways to Die in the West. 

“So many people have come up to 
me and said they grew up with Back 
to the Future; that it shaped their lives 
to the extent that they chose to be an 
engineer or a physicist or something 
along those lines because of the effect 
of the films,” admitted Lloyd. “It feels 
good to be part of something that’s 
meant so much to so many people. 

Indeed, with Doc Brown, the com¬ 
edy’s excitable, white-haired inventor. 


Lloyd has crafted one of cinema’s 
most iconic figures. So unquestion¬ 
ably, he must be looking forward to 
“participating in some of these events” 
to celebrate it. First, however, he is 
just as eager to discuss his unlikely 
casting in the Canadian-made crime 
thriller 88. 

“Here was a guy that nobody has 
^ven me an opportunity to be so I just 
jumped on it,” explained Lloyd of the 
film in which he plays a crime boss 
at the centre of one woman’s quest 


to score revenge for her lover’s death. 

“Whether it’s a dramatic role, farce 
or comedy or melodrama, I have the 
same task — to make the character 
real so when the audience sees me, 
they understand and relate,” said 
Lloyd of 88’s seedy strip-club charac¬ 
ter. “That’s kind of what I do regard¬ 
less of the type of character it is.” 

While that range has assured Lloyd 
of an endearing on-screen longevity 
in Hollywood ever since his debut 
in 1975’s classic One Flew Over the 


Cuckoo’s Nest, the veteran actor now 
insists he looks forward as much to 
the freedom that comes with making 
indie projects like 88 as he does block¬ 
buster hits like Back to the Future. 

“It’s nice getting away from Holly¬ 
wood,” admitted Lloyd. “You do a 
film in Hollywood and men in suits 
are hovering; they’re there second- 
guessing you and it’s good to get away, 
be independent and feel relaxed.”

Cyrus, who famously asked 
a homeless man to accept her 
Video of the Year trophy at the 
2014 Video Music Awards, said 
she was inspired by the atten¬ 


tion generated by that gesture. 
And she was further moved by 
the suicide of transgender teen 
Leelah Alcorn in December. More 
than 1.6 million young people are 
homeless in the United States, 
according to the National Coah- 


tion for the Homeless. Cyrus said 
40 per cent identify themselves 
as LGBT. 

An entertainer since age 14, 
she wants to use her fame for 
good. “When you have all eyes 
on you, what are you saying? And 
that’s what 1 had to ask myself 
a lot,” she said. 

“It’s hke, 1 know you’re go¬ 
ing to look at me more if my 
(breasts) are out, so look at me. 
And then I’m going to tell you 
about my foundation for an hour 
and totally hustle you.” 

Cyrus is passionate about a lot 
of issues, from climate change 
to animal welfare, but said she 
chose to focus on youth home¬ 
lessness because it’s specific and 
tangible. 

Funds raised by Happy Hippie 
wiU create digital support groups 
for LGBT youth and their families. 
The foundation is also aiding 
My Friend’s Place, a centre for 
homeless youth in Hollywood.

Hot sauce emporium has NYC 
hipsters feeling a little warm 


This week Heatonist, a hot sauce 
emporium with a tasting counter 
that kickstarted in February, 
quietly opened its tasting room 
in Wilhamsburg, Brooklyn. 

There are more than 70 sauces 
to tiy; The store will eventually 
cariy more than 100 varieties 
made all over the world (yes, 
even some with the new king of 
heat, the Carolina Reaper), from 
Japan to South Africa. 

But it doesn’t serve food or 
drinks (though pairing dinners 
and cookouts are planned), so 
taste responsibly. 

Before we made a grab for the 
hottest thing to slather on our 
next meal, owner and hot sauce 
sommelier Noah Chaimberg laid 
some knowledge on us. 

Is heat just heat? 

There are definitely certain 
categories of ingredients that 
pair well with different foods 
and less weU with others. 

Is there a house blend? 

Our different sauce mak¬ 
ers from around the world 
are sending us pepper seeds, 
so we’re going to be grow¬ 
ing them here in the gar¬ 
den. When we have our first 
harvest, we’ll try our hand at 
making hot sauce. 


Are peppers the only way to 
get heat? 

When we think about wasabi, 
horseradish, mustard, ginger, 
these have a lot of spiciness to 
them, but it’s different from 
the capsaicin that we get from 
chih peppers. 

When you think about 
wasabi in particular, when 
you feel the spiciness in your 
sinuses, that’s because the 
spice molecules are much 
smaller than the capsaicin, so 
they float up from your mouth 
and into your sinus, whereas 
capsaicin is a bigger molecule, 
heavier, so it stays down and 
bums your tongue. 


What should you do if a sauce 
is too spicy?

DOCUMENTARY BACKLASH 

After Going Clear, Cruise faces yet another test in M:I release

When Janeane Garofalo asked Brad Bird, 
the director of Mission: Impossible — 
Ghost Protocol, about Tom Cruise at a 
recent Tribeca Film Festival event, she 
peppered Bird with allusions to the 
Scientology documentaty Going Clear. 
Bird called it “a veiy inside reference,” 
but Garofalo quickly disagreed. 

“Not anymore,” she said. “That docu¬ 
mentary ... wooo! Going Clear, we could 
talk about that all day!” 

That’s probably not what Tom Cruise 
or the makers of the next Mission: 
Impossible film. Rogue Nation, want 
to hear. Going Clear: Scientology and 
the Prison of Behef, Alex Gibney’s docu¬ 
mentary based on the book by the Pul¬ 


itzer Prize-winning joumahst Lawrence 
Wright, was a revelation to many and 
a certain challenge to Cruise, who in 
recent years has quieted his pubhc ad¬ 
vocacy for Scientology. 

The film and book did more than 
anything before to expose the secretive 
organization and detail some troubhng 
claims involving Cruise, Scientology’s 
most famous face. Cruise has yet to say 
anything pubhcly about Going Clear, a 
silence that may be difficult to maintain, 
given the high-profile demands of pro¬ 
moting a summer blockbuster hoping 
to make some $700 miffion worldwide. 

Cruise’s stardom has long had a Tef¬ 
lon indestructibility, having survived

one of the most notorious pubhc rela¬ 
tions disasters in 2005 when he ditched 
his longtime publicist for his sister, 
Lee Anne DeVette, a Scientologist; dra¬ 
matically wooed his eventual third 
wife, Katie Holmes; and jumped on 


Oprah Winfrey’s couch. 

Ten years later, a documentaiy may 
be a seemingly small threat to a global 
star who has aheady weathered media 
storms over his Scientology beliefs. Or 
Going Clear could persist as an acute 
challenge to Cruise at a time when his 
box-office clout may be waning and in a 
media age where privacy seldom lasts. 

Mission: Impossible — Rogue Nation 
comes on the heels of several under- 
performing releases from the 52-year- 
old Cruise. His last three films —Jack 
Reacher, Oblivion and Edge of Tomor¬ 
row — have failed to crack $100 mil¬ 
lion at the North American box office.

Today’s trucks are better than 
they’ve ever been, but they’re 
also bigger than ever. And since 
not everyone wants or needs a 
full-size truck, the all-new GMC 
Canyon might be the answer. 

The Canyon, along with its 
mechanical twin Chevrolet 
Colorado, shares only its name 
with the small truck last of¬ 
fered in 2012. This version is 
more midsize than compact, 
but it’s still easier to park, and 
to get in and out, 
versus most full- 
size trucks.

The base engine is a 2.5-litre 
four-cylinder, available with a 
six-speed manual or automatic 
transmission, but I tested the 
3.6-litre V6, which comes ex¬ 
clusively with the automatic. 

All models also offer two- or 


four-wheel drive. Depending 
on the configuration, towing 
capacity goes as high as 3,175 
kilograms. 

No truck really drives “truck¬ 
like” anymore, but the Can¬ 
yon is veiy well done. Its steer¬ 
ing is well-weighted — light 
enough for easy manoeuvring, 
but weighted enough for con¬ 
fidence — and when the going 
gets mucky, it can be dialled 
into four-wheel on the fly. The 
V6 engine is smooth, and with 
just enough of a growl to satis¬ 
fy fans who want a truck, not 
a car. 

The interior is a scaled-down 
version of the full-size GMC Si¬ 
erra, and you can order such 
upscale options as navigation, 
forward collision alert, lane de¬ 
parture warning, and leather 
seats. A nice touch is that while 
many manufacturers include 
all of the available option but¬ 
tons, and blank 
out the ones that 
weren’t ordered, 
CM installs just 
the right number 
of controls. It’s a 
small thing, but 
the dash doesn’t 
look like you 
“cheaped out” 
with all those blank buttons. 

Also borrowed from GM’s 
bigger trucks is the simple 
but effective bumper step that 
gives you a quick leg up into 
the box. A factory spray-in bed- 
liner is available, too. 

There are still a few con¬ 
tenders in this segment, but 
for performance and comfort, 
I think the Canyon is currently 
the best of the bunch.

Carmaker’s 
new 2016 RAV4 

Japanese autonnaker 
Toyota took the wraps 
off a new 2016 RAV4 hy¬ 
brid small tall wagon at 
the recent New York Auto 
Show, making it Toyota's 
eighth model to sport a 
gas-electric powertrain. 

The vehicle's edgier design 
will be shared with the 
conventional RAV4 for the 
new model year. Sporting 
on-demand all-wheel-drive, 
the hybrid will deliver 
more horsepower and bet¬ 
ter fuel economy than its 
conventional sibling, said 
Bob Carter, senior vice- 
president of Toyota's U.S. 
operations, although he 
did not provide specific 
figures. Carter expressed 
confidence that some buy¬ 
ers will opt for the RAV4 
hybrid, even with gasoline 
at just barely $3 US a gal¬ 
lon.

Car-people link 
drives cultural 
anthropologist 



Some people have such deep 
connections with their vehicles 
they made sure they got buried 
in them. 

There was that California so¬ 
cialite and her 1963 Ferrari 330 
America, that former Second 
World War army sergeant and 
his 1994 Chevrolet Corvette, and 
that 90-year-old gentleman from 
South Carolina and his 1973 Pon¬ 
tiac Catalina. 

Michael Thomas studies this 
car-people connection for a liv¬ 
ing. He is Ford Motor Company’s 
first on-staff cultural anthropolo¬ 
gist. Speaking over the phone 
from Ford’s worldwide H(X in 
Dearborn, Mich., he noted that 
some objects do more than their 
primarily design role; they cross 
over into the cultural realm and 
become important in how we 
associate as humans. 

This cultural role of vehicles is 
what deepens our connection to 
them, says Thomas. “Cars help 
individuals exert themselves in 
the social world.” 

Examples of how vehicles im¬ 
plicate themselves into an indi¬ 
vidual’s social world are many 
and varied, and differ throughout 
the world. Here in North Amer¬ 
ica, the classic ones are cars as 
extensions of an individual’s per¬ 
sonality (be it speedy or quirky 
or whatever), as status symbols, 
and as one of the last bastions of 
personal space. 

But Ford is also interested in 
finding the more nuanced ways 
vehicles implicate themselves 
into our lives, and particularly 
in areas of the world where car 


ownership is a relatively new 
phenomenon. 

Thomas has been working at 
Ford for two years now. He and 
his team spent the first year just 
gathering data around the globe. 
How does one gather cultural an¬ 
thropological data? By shadowing 
people, from the time they get 
up to the time they’re done for 
the night, for several days in a 
row, much like a reality show, 
just without the cameras, fake 
drama, and C-list celebrities. 

“The idea is to triangulate all 
the data, not just the car-related 
data.” 

One of the subjects the team 
followed was a new dad in China, 
whose passion is extreme sports. 
His vehicle is veiy important to 
him, because it had to fit his new 
role as guardian and protector, 
and yet still embody a sliver of 
his former edgy seff. So he chose 
a safe but sporty-enough vehicle, 
that he envisioned himself using, 
to navigate his family in and 
around the scary traffic condi¬ 
tions in urban China — a new 
form of extreme sport, if you wUl. 

“We found that people use 
vehicles to help them through 
their transitions,” adds Thomas. 

Another subject was a sari 
salesperson in India. As per cul¬ 
tural protocol, as soon as the 
transaction shifted to the pay¬ 
ment phase, she had to hand 
off the transaction to a male col¬ 
league. The rest of her life was 
like that, too, always deferring 
to male authority. But in her car, 
she took up the same amount 
of space as anyone else on the 
road. It was her way of to gain 
agency not permitted in other 
areas of her life. 

“She didn’t have to defer to 
anyone on the road. She was 
equal.”

Volkswagen has confirmed 
its Golf R400 concept is 
going into production, 
making it the most power¬ 
ful hot hatchback on the 
market. The car, based on 
the 'standard' R version of 
the current Golf, has been 
conceived as an engineer¬ 
ing exercise to see how 
much extra power could be 
squeezed from the com¬ 
pany's two-litre, four-cylin¬ 
der turbocharged power- 
plant.

Competing with the likes of 
the Honda CR-V, Toyota RAV4 
and Ford Escape with an eye 
for German-engineered qual¬ 
ity, refinement and luxury, the 
Volkswagen Tiguan crossover 
hit the market for model-year 
2009, and has enjoyed a loyal 
following of owners ever since. 

Tiguan appears a fairly solid 
used crossover bet, though a 
few checks are advised. Start 
with a scan of the engine’s 
computer at a VW dealer: 
many owners have reported 
issues with ignition coil packs, 
sensors or even a buildup of 
valve gunk causing poor per¬ 
formance, sporadic power de- 
liveiy and other issues, most of 
which will either cause a check- 
engine light to illuminate, or a 
‘trouble code’ to be stored in 
the engine’s computer. A com¬ 
puter scan is fast and cheap, 
and can reveal a multitude of 


potential problems. 

Confirm proper operation 
of the Bluetooth system, all 
steering-wheel mounted con¬ 
trols, motorized seat adjust¬ 
ments and the climate control 
system, ensuring each works 
as expected. Confirm prop¬ 


er operation of the Tiguan’s 
xenon lighting system too, if 
equipped. Xenon lights last 
longer than halogen lights, 
though they’re pricier to re¬ 
place when they do burn out. 

Some owners have reported 
issues with the Tiguan’s cool¬ 


ing system, so have a VW mech¬ 
anic inspect the level and con¬ 
dition of its engine coolant, 
and check for signs of coolant 
leakage, which could indicate 
a worn water pump or other 
issues.

Pacqiiiao 
to be sued 
for hiding 
injury 

Manny Pacquiao and his hand¬ 
lers have been hit with a lawsuit 
asking for damages for anyone 
who paid to watch his fight with 
Floyd Ma3m^eather Jr. because he 
failed to disclose his shoulder 
was injured. The suit was filed 
Tuesday in federal court in Las 
Vegas on behalf of two plaintiffs, 
identified as Staphane Vanel and 
Kami Rahbaran. 

It alleges that the two were 
defrauded after paying to watch 
the fight, and seeks class-action 
status on behalf of anyone who 
bought tickets, pay-per-view or 
bet on the fight. 

The suit comes as Nevada 
boxing regulators are looking 
into possible disciplinaiy action 
against Pacquiao for failing to 
disclose the injuiy suffered in 
training for the fight. Pacquiao, 
who would go on to lose a unani¬ 
mous decision, is expected to 
undergo surgeiy this week for 
a rotator cuff tear. 

Pacquiao’s promoter. Bob 
Arum, said earlier the injury 
suffered four weeks before 
the fight appeared to have 
sufficiently healed. Pacquiao 
said he reinjured the shoul¬ 
der in the fourth round when 
he landed his best punches of 
the night against Mayweather. 
Meanwhile, Mayweather said

Action-packed 
year off has 
inspired skater 
to do big things 


Falling to earth from 13,000 feet 
helped Patrick Chan put life in 
perspective. “You pull the chute 
and, oh my gosh, the view is 
amazing,” Chan said. “It just 
makes you realize how small 
I am and how small the figure 
skating world is.” 

The 24-year-old from Toronto 
was scheduled to go sky diving 
again Tuesday in Montreal with 
fellow Canadian figure skaters 
Kaitiyn Weaver and Andrew Poje, 
Eric Radford, Jeffrey Buttle and 
Joannie Rochette — who intro¬ 
duced Chan to the extreme sport 
while in Florida recently. 

The three-time world cham¬ 
pion confirmed last week he 
was returning to competition 
after an adventurous year off 
that included sky diving, surf¬ 
ing and back-countiy skiing. He 


even has his own ice wine label, 
set for release in June. 

“I think that (the fun times) 
will help with my return to skat¬ 
ing, to just remind myself that 
‘Hey, look at how great of a fife I 
have, and skating and the place 
I finish doesn’t affect at all who 
I am and what I can do with it.’” 

Chan didn’t dare tell coach 
Kathy Johnson about sky div¬ 
ing until after he was back on 
safe ground. “So that I wouldn’t 
deal with her wrath,” Chan said, 
laughing. He drew parallels be¬ 
tween leaping from a plane and 
stepping on to the ice. “Veiy veiy 
frightening,” Chan said on a con¬ 
ference call. “The anticipation 
was veiy veiy similar.” 

Chan stepped away from com¬ 
petition after his silver medal 
performance at last year’s So¬ 
chi Olympics. He befieves, even 
had he won gold in Sochi, he 
would’ve taken a break. 

The seven-time Canadian 
champion was a keen specta¬ 
tor of the ice dancing competi¬ 
tion this past season — Weaver 
and Poje, who won world bronze, 
are good fiiends and train at the

same arena in Detroit. He admit¬ 
ted he “skimmed through” the 
men’s programs a couple of days 
after the world championships, 
fast forwarding to the big jumps. 

Post-Olympic seasons usual¬ 
ly are lacking and Chan wasn’t 
super impressed by what he saw. 

“Nothing too special — no 
offence,” he said. “It was a very 
exciting competition, of course 
technically eveiyone did all the 
quads (quadruple jumps), but 
we’ve had two, three seasons of 
these quads coming back into 
the men’s field, so that’s to be 
expected now. 

“At this point, especially my¬ 
self, I look to a skater who is 
pushing the boundaries program- 
wise.” Chan hopes to do just that. 
“I want to skate a program that 
I can get off the ice and say ‘I’m 
proud of what I just did.’ I hope 
it’s something people wifi look 
back in years to come, or coaches 
can play a program to skaters to 
say ‘This is what it takes to be a 
champion.’ 

“That’s really my goal, not ne¬ 
cessarily winning a medal. I think 
I’m beyond that in my career.” 

Chan’s return is good news for 
Canadian men’s skating. With 
Chan out, and Olympian Kevin 
Reynolds struggling with both 
skate issues, then a hip injuiy, 
16-year-old Nam Nguyen won 
the national title and went on 
to finish fifth at the world cham¬ 
pionships.

Directions 

1 . Preheat the oven to 400°F. 
Spray a 13- by 9-inch baking 
dish with cooking oil. 

2 . Spray a large non-stick skil¬ 
let with cooking oil, add 2 tsp 
of the vegetable oil and place 
over medium heat. Dust the 
chicken with the flour. Brown 
on all sides, about 6 minutes.
